The banana is a tropical 
fruit and climatologically 
speaking not ideally suitabic 


for growing in our country. 


When planning a grove there- 
fore, one should pay special 
attention to climatological 


| data and topographical con- 


ditions. Only after thorough 


investigation should a pilant- 


ing programme be started. 
Prevention is alway better. 
and often easier, than cure. 
A nusnber of our banana 
plantations are situated in 
frost pockets, for in hollows 


(of this kind soil conditions 


are often attractive. 


Insurance against frost as 
your correspondent suggests, 
is of course no solution, It 
only spreads the loss over 

number of years. Frost 
protection by proper siting 
and a frost warning Service 
are needed. On the last. men- 
tioned item, some work is 
in hand at the Meteorologic- 
al Office, and it may before 
long be possible to forecast 
frost danger with reasonable 
accuracy and thus enabie 
groterg to take some pre- 
ventive measures in time.
